BETTER CATTLE? 


The Brandon winter fair opened with three 
times the number of cattle shown last year, and 
good exhibits of other kinds of stock. That sounds 
encouraging, both as to the outlook for the cattle- 
growing industry and as to the stick-to-it-ive-ness 
of the stockmen. That branch of farming has been 
having troubles of its own, and plenty of them, 
Hog prices have held up better than others, and 
the sheep growers have not been making as much 
noise as could have been expected, but horses have 
slumped heavily, while deflation has struck the 
cattle-growers a harder blow than the wheat- 
growers. Where drought in recent years prevent- | 
ed grain from growing it also withered the pas- 
tures and shrivelled up the feed crop, There has | 
been a wholesale slaughter of cattle which under 
normal condition as to feed and prices would have 
been kept for breeding purposes. In fact it is} 
rather an open question where the Western cities | 
are going to get next winter's beef supply. 

The three-fold increase in the cattle exhibit at | 
this big western fair is on that account. all the 
nore significant. It indicates that the cattle 
business is not believed to be other than tempor: | 
arily crippled, by men who should be able to 
judge. No doubt most of the cattle in the show 
belong to breeders of high class stock, rather than 
to farmers or ranchers whe produce for the beef 
market exclusively or mainly, That does not alter 
the fact that the big exhibit augurs well for tha | 
industry and for the country. On the contrary, 
the cattle business must ‘‘come back.’ There is 
no other way to dispose of the roughage incidental 
to genera] farming except to feed it to cattle; and 
no way to make profitable use of land that is too
